the  New  York  show,  and  they  were  beautiful  beyong  expression. 

AMARILLI  GRANDE  (H.  DO — Light  yellow.  Compared  with  Sunny  iSouth,  the 
petals  are  broader,  and  the  flowers  are  much  larger,  in  fact  they  are  enor- 
mous and  are  produced  in  abundance.  $7.50  net. 

EAGLE  ROCK  SUNSHINE  (A.  Cac.)— ' This  is  a wonderful  cactus  dahlia.  The 
color  is  a deeper  shade  than  Sunny  South.  The  flowers  are  also  larger  than 
that  variety  and  are  held  perfectly  erect  on  strong  stems,  and  produces 
blooms  full  to  the  center  until  frost.
